Conversions  come  not  through  machinery  or 
organic  ition,  but  largely  by  the  personal  con 
tact  and  influence  of  the  pastor^  His  work  is 
slow  and  calls  for  patience.  But  it  is  the 
foundation  work  for  church  life,  good  for  the 
spirituil  constitution  of  the  minister  of  Christ. 
Pasters  train  the  churches.  They  teach  the 
young  to  know  the  Lord — to  study  the  word 
— to  pray  in  secret — to  be  real  worshippers — 
to  love  the  souls  of  men,  and  to  send  the  truth 
to  others.  This  is  slow,  week  by  week  work, 
and  yet  indispensable  to  a well  trained  and 
developed  church.  Tnis  is  fundamental,  es 
sential  “work,  and  it  is  the  distinct  work  of  the 
pastor.  Indeed  the  pastor  is  at  the  top.  He 
does  tlje  best  work.
